Douglas  in  Aew  York. 

On  the  1 3th  inst.,  there  was  a grand  bar- 
bacue  at  .Jones'  Woods,  near  New  York,  on 
which  occasion  fifty  thousand  people  assem- 
bled to  hear  Mr.  Douglas  The  following 
extracts  from  his  speech  will  be  read  with 
interest 

It  is  the  first  duty  of  every  American  citi- 
zen, to  perform  all  the  obligations  under  the 
Constitution.  1 care  not  whether  you  like 
or  dislike  all  its  provisions,  yet  every  Amer- 
ican and  foreign  born  citizen,  rests  under  he- 
reditary obligations  to  fulfill  its  provisions 
Every  naturalized  and  adopted  citizen,  has 
taken  an  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  Constitution; 
and  he  who  is  not  willing  to  carry  out,  in 
good  faith,  every  clause,  every  word,  every 
letter  of  the  Constitution,  is  a traitor  in  his 
heart  to  his  country.  [Bravo,  and  tremen- 
dous applause  ] I tell  the  Abolitionists  that 
th*-v  are  bound,  as  honest  men,  to  carry  into 
effect  that  clause  of  the  Constitution  pro- 
viding for  the  surrender  of  fugitive  slaves, 
just  as  much  as  any  and  every  other  clause. 
[Cheers,  and  “that’s  so."] 

.V  Voice — IIow  about  secession? 

A gentleman  in  the  crowd  asks  me  about 
secession.  1 will  answer  him.  I tell  you 
that  when  you  have  performed  all  vour 
duties  under  the  Constitution,  when  you  have 
carried  into  effect  every  provision  that  the  in- 
strument contains,  there  is  no  excuse,  no  pre- 
text whatever  for  secession.  [Applause  ] 
But  I am  prepared  to  return  a more  definite 
and  specific  answer  to  the  inquiry.  Wrhen 
1 landed  at  Norfolk,  Virginia,  the  head  of  a 
Breckinridge  electoral  ticket  propounded  to 
me  the  question  whether  the  inauguration  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  as  President  of  the  United 
States  would  be  a justifiable  cause  in  break- 
ing up  this  Union.  [Shouts  of  “never” 
"never."]  i answered  him  thus,  as  I will 
answer  everywhere  in  America  where  I may 
go  to  address  my  fellow  citizens,  the  election 
of  any  man  by  the  American  people  accord 
ing  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  is 
no  pretext  lor  breaking  up  this  Government. 
[Loud  cheers,  and  a cry  of  “Go  it,  lemons.’’] 

I should  regret  the  election  of  Lincoln  as  a 
great  national  calamity. 

1 have  no  word  of  unkindness,  or  of  per- 
sonal disrespect  to  say  to  him,  but  I do  be- 
lieve that  lie  holds  political  opinions  which, 
if  carried  out,  would  be  subversive  of  all  the 
principles  of  the  American  Constitution. 

I was  also  asked  at  Norfolk  and  other 
places,  whether,  in  the  event  that  any  of  the 
Southern  States  should  secede  from  this 
Union  when  Lincoln  was  elected,  that  1 
would  go  for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  of 
the  United  States.  1 tell  you,  as  I told  them, 
that  whoever  may  be  President,  lie  is  bound 
by  his  oath  to  carry  out  the  laws  to  their 
faithful  execution.  1 also  tell  you  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  every  law  abiding  man,  I care 
not  what  may  be  his  politics,  to  aid  and  as- 
sist in  the  execution  of  the  law.  [Cries  of 
"Good,  good,”  and  applause.]  And  if  Lin- 
coln shall  be  elected,  which  God  in  his  mer- 
cy forbid — [loud  cheers,  and  cries  of  “he 
never  will  be”] — if  Lincoln,  1 say,  should  be 
elected,  which  God  in  his  mercy  forbid,  he 
must  be  inaugurated,  according  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  his  country;  and  I,  as 
his  firmest  and  most  strenuous  and  most  ir- 
reconcilable opponent,  will  sustain  him  in 
the  exercise  of  every  constitutional  function. 
[Applause.]  But  if,  after  that  shall  have 
been  done,  he  shall  attempt  to  subvert  the 
Constitution,  violate  its  provisions,  or  make 
war  upon  the  rights  and  interests  of  any 
section  of  this  Confederacy,  I will  aid  to  the 
full  ex  ent  of  my  power,  according  to  the 
Constiiui.on  and  iaw,  in  hanging  him  higher 
than  Virginia  hanged  John  Brown.  [Tre- 
mendous cheers.] 

We  live  (continued  Mr.  Douglas)  under  a 
Government  of  law.  Our  rights,  our  liberty, 
our  property,  our  lives  are  dependent  upon 
the  laws  of  the  land  for  protection.  I have 
children  whom  1 love  as  tenderly  as  any  man 
upon  earth  loves  his  offspring,  and  yet  I have 
no  wish  to  see  them  survive  the  union  of 
these  States.  [Loud  cheers]  When  we 
shall  perform  all  our  duties,  according  to  the 
law  and  according  to  the  Constitution,  then 
we  have  a right  to  demand  that  every  other 
man  shall  obey  the  same  laws  and  the  same 
Constitution.  1 liadj  supposed  that  there 
was  no  loyal  citizen— no  Iriend  of  this  coun- 
try—who  could  find  fault  with  these  senti- 
ments, but  I discover  in  the  newspaperaof  to- 


i Union  asa  perpetual  bond  to  be  acquiesced  in 
and  obeyed  in  all  luture  time  by  the  weaker 
section  toward  the  stronger. 

t hey  misapprehend  totally  my  position.  - 
Mv  position  is  this:  that  this  Union  is  a per- 
petual bond,  demanding  and  requiring  im- 
plicit obedience  to  the  Constitution  and  laus 
bv  every’  good  citizen — not  by  the  weaker  sec- 
tion toward  the  stronger,  but  obedience  from 
every  honest  man  to  the  Governmeni  undet 
which  he  was  born,  and  which  he  has  sworn 
to  support.  [Loud  cheers  ] But  they  as 
sert  in  thialprotest  that  they  have  a right  to 
secede  from  this  Government.  I tell  you,  as 
Geu.  Jackson  told  the  uullifiers  in  1832.  that 
secession  is  but  another  name  for  revolution 
I hold  that  every  people  upon  earth  have 
the  inalienable  right  to  overthrow  theirGov 
eminent  bv  revolution  whenever  the  Govern 
meni  becomes  destructive  of  the  cuds  and 
purposes  for  which  it  was  established.  It 
was  upon  that  principle  that  our  revolution- 
ary fathers  in  the  American  Colonies,  seced- 
ed from  the  British  Empire.  [Loud  ap- 
plause.] But  when  Washington,  and  Jeffer- 
son, and  Hancock,  and  Adams  seceded  from 
the’  British  Government,  they  boldly  and 
fearlessly  avowed  that  it  was  a “revolution.” 

It  was  a lucky  day,  and  they  gallantly  look 
ed  the  halter  in  the  face;  and  exposed  them- 
selves to  the  penalties  of  treason,  if  they  did 
not  succeed.  [Loud  cheers  ] Charles  Car- 
roll,  of  Carrolltou,  did  not  screen  himself  be- 
hind the  plea  of  peaceable  secession.  \\  hen 
lie  signed  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
some  man  said  to  him  that  he  would  escape 
the  gallows  because  there  were  so  many 
Charles  Carrolls  that  the  King’s  sheriff  would 
not  find  him— [cheers]— but  the  gallant  old 
patriot  went  right  hack  to  the  desk  and  add- 
ed these  words,  “of  Carrollton  [Enthusi- 
astic cheers.] 

Now,  gentlemen,  you  cannot  fail  to  per- 
ceive that  this  Union  is  in  danger  from  the 
very  cause  to  yvhieh  I have  referred.  There 
is  a Disunion  party  in  the  land.  They  have 
resolved,  whenever  they  can  obtain  a plaus- 
able  pretext,  to  precipitate  this  country  into 
revolution. 

They  have  determined  to  make  the  elec- 
tion of  a Black  Republican  President  that 
pretext,  and  hence  the  real  Disunionists  fa- 
vor the  election  of  Lincoln,  so  that  they  may 
accomplish  the  dissolution  ot  the  Union. — 
If  Lincoln  is  elected  it  will  be  brought  about 
by  the  agency  of  those  who  arc  now  op- 
posing the  regular  Democratic  party.— 
[Cheers.]  In  other  words,  his  election  will 
be  brought  about  by  the  influence  of  those 
who  seceded  at  Charleston  and  again  al  Bal- 
timore. 

[A  scene  of  great  confusion  here  occurred. 

A tremendous  rush  was  made  toward  the 
platform,  one  man  in  the  crowd  cheering 
loudly  for  Breckinridge  ] 

Judge  Douglas  continuing — If  you  will 
keep  silence  instead  of  coming  here  to  obey 
the  orders  of  your  master,  1 will  answer  you 
in  my  own  way. 

Breckinridge  Citizen — Who  is  my  master? 
[Tumult  and  cheers  ] 

Senator  Douglas — You  should  know  him 
Now,  my  fellow-citizens,  I was  about  saying 
to  you  that  there  is  a scheme  to  break  up 
this  glorious  Union. 

A Voice — They  can’t  do  it. 

The  pretext  for  doing  so  is  to  be  the  elec- 
tion of  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  those  who  are  gen- 
uine disunionists  desire  his  election.  [Up- 
roar and  cheers.]  I do  not  charge  all  the 
Breckinridge  men  in  the  United  States  with 
being  disunionists.  1 do  not  charge  Mr. 
Breckinridge  himself  with  being  a disunion- 
ist,  but  1 do  express  my  firm  conviction  that 
there  is  not  a disunionist  in  America  who  is 
not  a Breckinridge  man.  [Applause.]  And 
now  permit  me  to  inquire  of  you  and  of 
them,  that  while  they  put  these  questions  to 
me,  whether  the  election  of  Lincoln  would 
be  a good  cause  of  disunion,  why  do  they 
not  propound  the  same  questions  to  their 
candidate?  My  answers  to  these  interroga- 
tories at  Norfold,  Vn.'.  were  published  in 
Kentucky,  and  Mr.  Breckinridge's  special 
attention  was  called  to  them  some  six  or 
eight  days  before  his  Lexington  speech.  In 
that  speech  he  answered  the  charge  that  he 
was  in  favor  of  pardoning  John  Brown. — 
[Ironical  cheers  and  laughter.]  He  answer- 
ed the  charge  that  he  was  in  favor  of  self- 
government  in  the  territories.  He  professed 
great  attachment  to  the  Constitution  and  to 
the  Union.  But  1 have  yet  been  unable  to 
learn  whether  or  not  he  would  enforce  the 
law  against  those  who  would  attempt  to 
break  up  the  Government. 

It  is  not  satisfactory  to  me  that  a man  says 
In-  is  in  favor  of  the  Union.  1 have  heard 
Barnwell  Rhett  make  the  same  declaration. 

I have  heard  W.  L.  Yancey  declare  his  de- 
votion to  the  Union.  I have  heard  all  the 
leaders  of  the  Disunion  party  make  the 
same  protestation,  but  they  all  admit  that 
while  they  are  favorable  to  the  Union,  yet 
there  is  a “contingency"  upon  which  they 
would  dissolve.  Now,  I desire  to  know  of 
Major  Breckinridge  whether  the  "contingen 
cy”  stated  by  his  electoral  friends  in  Virginia 
in  their  inquiries  to  me,  is  the  one  upon 
which  he  would  dissolve  the  Union.  I have 
a right  to  an  answer  to  that  question. 

Now,  if  Mr.  Breckinridge  is  in  favor  of 
enforcing  the  law  against  Disunionists,  Se- 
cessionists, Abolitionists,  and  all  other  class- 
es of  men,  in  the  event  that  the  election  does 
not  suit  him,  then  I am  with  him,  but  I tell 
you  that  I am  utterly  opposed  to  union,  or 
any  fusion  with  any  men  or  any  party  who 
will  not  enforce  the  laws,  maintain  the  Con 
stitution,  and  preserve  the  Union  in  all  its 
"contingencies.” 

1 conjure  you,  as  you  love  your  country, 
as  you  wish  to  preserve  your  liberties,  and 
transmit  them  unimpaired  to  your  children, 
I conjure  you  to  make  no  bargain,  no  com- 
bination, no  fusion,  no  compromise,  with 
the  friends  of  any  candidate  who  will  not 
publicly  pledge  himself  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Union,  the  inviolability  of  the  Con 
stitution,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  Laws, 
in  all  cases  and  under  all  circumstances

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  fellow*  of  the  UuiteJ.  State*,  which  hold* 

its  sessions  regularly  at  Baltimore,  determined, 
by  resolution,  to  hold  its  annua!  meeting  for  I960 
at  Nashville.  The  last  Legislature  of  Tennessee 
unanimously  tendered  to  this  body  the  use  of  the 
8&ule  Capitol,  one  oi  (he  most  splendid  and  mag- 
nificent buildings  in  the  country. 

On  the  17th  inst.  , in  accordance  with  previous 
arrangements,  the  following  ceremonies  wore  oh- 
,erved  : A large  procession  wa*  formed  at  Odd 

Fellows  Hall,  the  members  of  the  Order  and  City 
Council  ol  Nashville  acting  a*  an  escort.  Aftei 
mov  lug  through  (he  principal  streets,  accompanied 
by  a splendid  band  of  music,  the  procession  wa, 
conducted  to  tire  Capitol  where  a large  concourse 
of  ladies  and  'gentlemen  had  assembled  to  witness 
the  reception.  The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  E. 
D.  Hancock,  Esq.,  and  his  honor  Mayor  Hollings- 
worth, who  delivered  addresses  of  welcome  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  tendering  to  its  members  the  hos- 
pitalities of  the  citisens  and  kind  assurances  ol 
tho  gratification  they  experienced  at  witnessing 
the  presence  of  that  body  in  their  midst.

lie  Mast  Answer. 

Keep  it  before  the  people  that  Mr.  Breikinridge 
has  not  answered  the  questions  that  tie  whole 
public  ask.

It  is  well  known  that  his  prominent  supporters 
hold  and  have  published  the  affirmative  to  the 
first  question;  and,  of  course,  the  negative  to  the 
second.  It  is  well  known  that  the  States  repre- 
sented by  those  at  the  head  of  the  Breckinridge 
movement  have  taken  steps  towards  secession  in 
the  contingency  of  Lincoln’s  election.

The  Shoe  Pinches  Terribl r— Trick  No. 
l.ooo  Exposed. 

The  recent  elections  in  some  of  the  south- 
ern States  are  conclusive  of  the  effect  the  o-' 
disunion  charge  against  the  party  which  was 
founded  hy  Yancey  and  is  now  led  by  Breck- 
inridge and  Lane.  Kentucky  believed  that 
it  was  a disunion  party,  and  in  August  Iasi 
repudiated  it  by  23,000  majority.  Someth in< 
must  he  done,  say  the  Yanceyites — unlesr 
the  tide  is  turned,  they  will  allgodown.  The 
waves  of  popular  indignation  will  6weej 
over  theirheads  and  bury  them  forever  The 
cry  of  “stop  thief’  is  raised;  all  at  once  the 
Yancey  organ  and  speakers  make  the  charge 
of  disunion  against  Bell  and  Douglas,  and 
their  supporters.  The  central  organ  of  the 
22d  inst.  comes  out  with  a leader  seven  col 
limns  in  length,  with  the  following  sensation 
heading: 

“ The  Plot  to  Dissolve  the  Union. — Further 
Particulars. — Douglas  and  Pell  Implicated." 

The  whole  county  will  laugh  at  this  effort, 
and  will  see  at  once  the  object  of  this  coun- 
ter cry  of  disunion.  How  does  the  Yeoman 
prove  the  charge  of  disunion  against  Bel) 
and  his  party?  It  quotes  from  the  speeches 
of  John  Boll  in  1850  and  1858,  which  wt 
have  already  shown  do  not  contain  one  sen 
tiraent  of  disunion.  \Ye  have  already  shown 
that  John  Bell,  in  1856,  said  that  the  disso- 
lution of  the  Union  would  be  "the  direst  cakun- 
ity " which  can  befall  the  country.  'Weliavt 
already  shown  that  he  said  the  greatest  com- 
mon interest  was  the  safely  and  preservation  oj 
the  Union.  We  have  already  shown  that  on 
the  18lh  March,  1858,  he  declared  in  the 
Senate  that  “ LET  POWER  GO  INTO 
WHATEVER  HANDS  IT  MAY,  LET  L> 
SAVE  THE  UNION!”  We  have  already 
shown  that  even  as  far  back  as  1832  he  was 
foremost  in  making  " a plea  for  the  Union.' 

In  what  other  way  does  the  Yeoman  at 
tempt  to  sustain  the  charge?  By  quotations 
from  the  speeches  and  leltersof  ABurweli. 
of  Mississippi,  A'  Boteler,  of  Virginia,  tin 
Philadelphia  Journal,  H.  W.  Hilliard,  o 
Alabama,  Jere.  Clemens,  of  Tennessee,  am 
B.  H.  Hill,  o!  Georgia.  What  these  nici. 
are  icported  to  have  said  constit  utes  the  whole 
proof.  Now  let  us  examine  the  charges  as 
to  Mr.  Burwell.  Here  is  the  entire  statement 
of  the  Yeoman: 

A.  BUBWKLI.,  OF  UISSISSIPl’I. 

A prominent  supporter  of  Mr.  Bell,  has,  uudei 
date  of  August  lUlh,  1860,  addressed  a tetter  U 
e.\-Oov.  Foote,  which  we  find  published  in  thi 
New  York  llerald, preceded  by  a most  complimen- 
tary notice  and  indorsement  by  Mr.  Foote.  In 
this  letter,  Mr.  Burwell.  says,  in  the  event  that 
Mr.  Lincoln  is  elected: 

* ' J know  no  men  in  the  South  t cho  wilt,  in  such  an 
event,  take  up  clad  hear  the  etanitani  oj  the  Union 
nor  do  t believe  that  any  such  exist." 

We  are  curious  to  know  whether  tlie  Yeo- 
man saw  tire  entire  letter  of  Mr.  Burwell  bt 
fore  it  published  the  above  in  regard  to  him. 
Fortunately  we  have  the  entire  letter.  It 
was  a letter  addressed  to  the  people  of  tlie 
North,  to  show  them  that  the  election 
of  Lincoln  would  result  in  unpleasant  effects 
upon  the  sonthern  portion  of  the  Union.  He 
even  goes  SO  far  as  to  express  an  opinion  that 
the  triumph  of  Lincoln  would  precipitate 
tlie  cotton  Stales  into  a revolution.  But  on 
examination  of  tire  letter  of  Mr.  Burwell 
shows,  that  when  be  said  that  in  the  event 
of  Lincoln's  election  he  knew  no  man  in  the 
South  who  will  “take  up  and  bear  the  stand- 
ard of  the  Union,’  he  meant  to  say.  and  did 
say,  that  no  man  would  hear  thestandard o: 
the  Union  party , since  the  triumph  of  north- 
ern sectionalism  would  eventually  sectional- 
ize  the  South  and  destroy'  the  existence  in 
the  South,  of  au  Union  parly.  Here  is  tlie 
.connection  in  whichtheextract  quoted  by  the 
Yeoman  occurs: 

“It  is  unreasonable  to  expect  Union  loving,  coy 
servative  men  of  tho  South  to  throw  themselves 
- into  tho  breach;  to  head  a forlorn  hope,  with  the 
imminent  prospect  of  certain  destruction  in  more, 
senses  than  one,  as  their  only  incentive  to  such  a 
sacrifice.  Is  it  fair,  manly,  and  patriotic  to  put 
them  in  such  a position,  when  there  is  no  apparent 
necessity  for  so  doing,  and  no  great  interests  of  the 
North  can  suffer  by  pursuing  a different  course? 
The  difficulties  and  embarrassment  of  the  Union 
party  in  tho  South  have  been  of  no  ordinary  char 
acter.  Let  no  man  who  is  ambitious  of  personal 
or  political  distinction,  at  least  so  far  as  it  is  de- 
pendent on  Southern  votes,  attach  himself  to  that 
party,  when  it  shall  be  stunned  and  overwhelmed 
by  (be  shouts  of  victory,  uttered  by  the  adherents 
of  those  whom  the  majority  of  Sonthern  people 
regard  as  deadly  and  implicablc  enemies  to  them 
and  their  institutions.  I know  no  men  who  will, 
in  suejh  an  event,  take  up  and  bear  the  standard  of 
the  Union,  nor  do  I believe  that  any  such  exist." 

Did  any  one  ever  see  a stronger  instance 
in  which  the  tearing  of  a single  sentence 
from  its  immediate  context  conveys  a mean- 
ing totally  different  from  that  which  the 
writer  intended?  The  evident  intention  of 
the  Yeoman  was  to  convey  the  impression 
that  Mr.  Burwell  considered  the  election  of 
Lincoln  a sufficient  cattae  for  every  southern 
man  to  abandon  the  Union  of  these  States. 
Such  is  not  tlie  fact;  and  our  readers  will 
learn  with  surprise  that  in  tlie  very  letter  from 
which  the  Yeoman  made  the  above,  extract  Mr. 
Purwell  distinctly  says:  “I  do  xot  believe 

MYSELF  THAT  THE  ELECTION  OF  REPUBLICANS, 
UNDER  THE  FORMS  OK  THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  IN 
PURSUANCE  OF  I. AW,  IS  JUST  AND  ROOD  CAUSE  FOR 
ANY  SUbl.  Al  TION  AS  I APPRF.HF.ND  ON  THE  PART 
OF  THE  SOUTHERN  STATES.”  Why  Was  this 
part  of  Mr.  Burwell’s  letter  suppressed? 

‘ We  could  give  still  further  proofs  of  Mr. 
Burwell's  opposition  to  disunion.  In  a very 
recent  letter  to  the  St.  Louis  Union  Guard  he 
savs 


“The  party  for  the  Union  is  just  beginning  to 
work  hhre,  and,  hope  to  give  a good  account  of 
themselves  in  November.  ‘ The  Dis- 

imoxtSTS  ore  losing  strength  everyday.  They 
arc  beginning  to  get  ashamed  of  their  wretched 
trade,  and  are  becoming  Union  Shriek  ers."
